What They Demand. 
By Telegraph to The SENTiNEii. 


St. Paul, Minn., &'ept. 5.—At the 
second day's session of tlie Waterways 
ConTention Ignatius Donnellv said the 
convention was an organized raid on 
the Treasury of the United States. We 
want cheap transportation 
by our 
waterways, and if we don't get it there 
will be a revolution in this country. 
The railroads have taken possession of 
the government of this country. Sen- 
ator Eustis, of Louisiana, promised to 
voice the sentiments of' the convention 
in Congress. 
W. H. Hatch, of Mis- 
souri, opposed the Hennepin Canal, as 
having no place in the House of Re- 
presentatives or liiver and Harbor Bill. 
Clark E. Carr, of Illinois, Mr. Murphy, 
of Iowa, and ex-Governor Bross, of 
Illinois, all spoke in advocacy of thf 
Hennepin CanaL 


On the reassembling of the conven- 
tion the report of the committee on 
resolutions was read. 
The resolutions 
demanded that the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivfers, with their tributaries, be 
improved to the fullest extent of their 
capacity. Congress is urged to im- 
prove the Mississippi river, so that 
there will be six feet of water from the 
falls of St. Anthony to Cairo. The en- 
largement of the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, and the extension of the same 
by the construction of a canal from the 
idlinois river at Hennepin to the Mis- 
sissippi river at Rock Island, is de- 
manded in the interest of cheap trans- 
portation, and the now immense and 
growing commerce of the Northwest. 
The improvement of various smaller 
rivers and streams in Wisconsin and 
iVIinnesota is also demanded. It was 
resolved tiiat, in the opinion of this 
convention, an annual appropriation of 
$25,000,000 for the improvement of the 
rivers and harbors of the United States, 
and the construction of artificial water- 
ways, would not bo extravagant, and 
could be expended so as to enrich the 
country far beyond the amount appro- 
priated. 


The resolutions were adopted amid 
great applause. 


John Altgelt, of Illinois, offered a 
resolution expressing the conviction 
that it was rank injustice for the sec- 
tion of the country east of the Alle- 
ghenies to receive the beneiit of two- 
thirds of the River and Harbor Appro- 
priations, when the region west of tho 
Alleghenies possesses more than half 
the shipping of the country, and con- 
tributes more than three-fourths of the 
money expended by the Federal Gov- 
ernment for public 
improvements. 
Judge 
Fryer, of New York, ad- 
dressed the convention on the Florida 
ship canal, which, he said, was the 
route by which products should go to 
foreign markets, saving 1,()00 miles and 
avoiding the dangers of the gulf stream. 
The amount of losses from the lack of 
this canal in ten years has been 
000,000. The Mississippi Valley is the 
great feeder to this ship canal to be 
constructed. Then, after certain argu- 
ments made in favor of the upper riv- 
ers had been ordered made a part of 
the proceedings in the oflicial report, 
the convention adjourned .sine 
die.

A FURIOUS 
FIRE. 


It ' m u m Wñole Blocks M Oier an Hour. 


The Immense Ware Kooiiis of S. 
Bash & Co. Entirely I>evas- 
tated—Gossip and Inci- 
dents of the Bigr 
Blaze. 


Just before 7 o'clock last evening the 
quiet was broken by the shrill tap of the 
fixe bell, followed by the muffled alarm 
of the gong within, sommoning the de- 
dartment to box 62, at the Robinson, cor- 
ner Harrison and Columbia streets. THE 
SsNTiNEii representative stood in front 
of the engine house and followed the fire 
laddies to the ware house and grain ele- 
vator of S. Bash & Co., at Nos. 24 and 
25 West Columbia street, where dense 
volumes of smoke issued from the front 
windows, the chimneys and sky lights of 
the building. 
In a few seconds and be- 
fore the firemen could attach the hose to 
Lowry hydrants, a blaze shot from the 
upper story and made brilliant the heav- 
ens. Two streams of water were instant* 
ly directed into the windows and to the 
roof, but they seemed to only increase 
the fuiy of the angry flames. The smoke 
oame out from every crevice, in dark, 
swift rolls, and with almost force enough 
to dash the water back into the faces of 
the firemen in the streets below. 
Noth- 
ing daunted by the progress of the 
fiâmes, the deparment closed in on the 
fire and poured water onto the blazing 
timbers. 


Then would the flames gather, smother 
for a while and shoot high into the air, 
carrying with them blazing cinders, 
which fell harmless, near by, as no wind 
prevailed to waft them to destructive 
points. The fire was then steadily eat- 
ing its way from the front store rooms to 
the elevator in the rear and it looked as 
though the immense grain receptacle 
was doomed. The west wall of the front 
room si^lit into two parts from the roof 
to the foundation, about this time, and 
the fire shot in and out of this crevice 
with the swiftness of lightning. In the 
face of this threatening wall the firemen 
marched on it and sent a third stream to 
the south end of the elevator, the idea 
being to confine the destruction to the 
front part, which was divided from the 
elevator by a twelve-inch wall. 
Even 
this plan, well conceived and proper as 
it was, did not promise much good, for 
the fire had by this time obliterated the 
tin roof and the building could be likened 
unto a huge blast furnace, the severity 
of 
which 
three 
streams of water 
but 
increased. 
Thus 
ran 
the 
fire 
for 
about 
an 
hour and 
half, but the boys never relaxed an ef- 
fort. Three men ascended the grain 
elevator from the inside, although smoke 
issued from it and their exit was threat- 
ened by fire from below. Theii* business 
was to locate the seat of the fire in front 
and direct the water to it. 
Occasionally 
their scheme succeeded, but again the 
flames would leap out with renewed 
rage, licking the top timbers and threat- 
ening not only the elevator, but the oil 
mill, belonging to the same firm in a new 
building, just adioining it. There was a 
mortal dread of that calamity, because 
the burning of the oil mül meant annihi- 
lation to the surrounding blocks. In the 
meantime the fire had exhausted its 
material and then alone did the water 
assert its supremacy, so that in an hour 
and three quarters after the alarm bell 
tapped, the fire was under control and 
the elevator and oil mill were saved from 
total destruction. 
This did not end the 
work of the firemen, who all night long 
threw water on the smouldering ruins, 
which oft and on would blaze up afresh. 


The firm is styled S. Bash Sr Co., and 
is composed of Mr. Sol. Bash and his 
sons, Messrs. Charley S., Winfield S. and 
WillisBash, and PeteSmyser. The house 
does the most extensive grain, seed and 
commission business in Northern Indi- 
ana and the fire last night will not retard 
their trade as the elevator was started 
this morning, its big furnace blazed and 
S. Bash & Co. are at the old stand to buy 
anythingin their line. Thisisenteri^rise. 


A tour of the burned double building 
this morning revealed the destructive 
work of the fire. Most of the heavy 
cross timbers were in ashes and the 
second and third floors were completely 
gutted. In the building was stored rags, 
wool, feathers, seed and varions other 
articles and commodities. 
The fire be- 
gan in the second floor of the west side 
and originated from spontaneous com- 
bustion, as that is the only way the own- 
ers can account for it. 


Messrs. Bash & Co. have a force of 
men cleaning out the burned building. 
They now attribute the fire to spontan- 
eous combustion; in fact employes assort- 
ing hides in the basement of the build- 
ing yesterday did not know of the fire 
until water was directed on it. 
' 'We will 
rebuild," said Mr. Bash as soon as the 
insurance men adjust our loss, which we 
now estimate at something less than 
$30,000. "We cannot tell exactly, but 
the damage will not exceed the sum 
named." 


Besides the stock of S. Bash & Co., 
Peter Certia and Fred C. Roltz had 380 
bushels of Bohemian oats stored in the 
ware room. This grain they valued at 
$10 a bushels or $8,800 altogether. Bash 
& Co. are responsible for the storage ac- 
cording to the terms of their agreement^ 


bnt whether the inatiranee adjnaters will 
pay that som is a question, alfbongh 
Mr. Gertia rmnarked, **We were as sure 
as daylight to get $10 for every bushel 
we had." 


There was an insurance of $25,500 on 
the burned wareroom, the elevator and 
the stock. But three days ago, $10,000 
of this amount was placed on the build- 
ingand stock, as the firm anticipated 
storing large quantities of grain for the 
winter trade. The insurance rate is very 
high and the firm paid dearly for the 
risk. 
The insurance is all in the agency 
of S. C. Lumbard and is divided as fol- 
lows: 
Liverpool, London and Globe, 
$8,000 on the building; Fire Association 
of Phüadelphia, $3,000 on stock; Royal, 
of London, $4,000; London Lancashire, 
$3,000; North British and Mercantile, 
$2,000; Niagara, of New York, $2,000; 
Home, of New York, $2,000 and the 
Cterman American, $1,500. 


The site of the present ruined ware 
room is ill fated. 
About the years 1855 
and 1856 John E. Hill and Alexander M. 
Arbison conducted a ware house on the 
same spot. In the years named the 
building caught fire and was burned to 
the ground, 
Mr, Arbison lives in Michi" 
gan and will read THE SENTINBIJ'S ac- 
count of the fire last night with much 
interest.

Charley Bash was the first member of 
the firm at the scene of the fire. He 
was cool, but feared the elevator would 
go. 


Mayor Muhler, Captain Diehl, Hon. 
Jesse L. Wüliams and Captain Hettler 
stood in the street in front of the blazing 
building. 


The insurance of $25,500 does not 
represent half the value of the ware 
rooms, elevator and stock. It is all the 
firm could afford to carry. 


The grain elevator is built of pine wood 
save the brick wall that divides it from 
the ware room and slate siding and roof. 
It would have made a frightful fire. 


If the Bash oil mill had caught fire 
the whole block might have been de- 
stroyed, counting on the paint store and 
drug store to go in the event of an ex- 
plosion. 


The water works acted like a charm 
and during the fire there was a pressure 
of 110 and 115 pounds to the square 
inch. An engine was added to the 
force when it became necessary to cover 
the high elevator with a stream. 
It 
would not be right to close without com- 
plimenting the heroic work of the fire 
department and THE SENTINEL will not 
cease to shower enconiums on Chief Hil- 
brecht and as gallant a set of firemen as 
ever pointed nozzles on a blaze. 
They 
worked quietly, but with pluck and a 
determination to win, which they tlid 
right nobly, too.
